MAY PREVENT A SETTLEMENT 


Discharge of Amalgamated Steel Workers1 Mem- 


bers at Wellsville, Ohio, Likely to Cause 


a General Steel Strike. 


PHtsburg, Pa., July 8.—The per- 


emptory dismissal on Saturday cf 
twelve members of the Amalgamated 
association at Wellsville 
plant ot 


the American Steel Sheet Co., may se 
liously affect the expected settlement 
this week of the iron and steel strike. 
When seen this morning, President 
Shaffer, of the Amalgamated associa- 
tion, was very much exercised over 
the turn affairs had taken, 


"I cannot say when or where tne 


conference will take place/' said he, 
'-but one (thing is certain, there will 
be no conference until the men dis- 
charged at Wellsville are reinstated. 
These men come to us, They violat- 
ed no law of the land and we shall 
protect them. If they are not rein* 
stated and the conference postponed, 
the general sltrike will come on, This 
is1 a repetition of what the* manufac- 
turers did last year, They signed 
the scale for Saltsburg and Old 
Meadows and then stole these miiJb 
from us. The men at Wellsville have 
been organized for months. I sent 
word for them not to come out, as I 
wanted a peaceable settlement. I do 
not blame the 
chief officials. As 


.usual the trouble comes from some 
middleman, who cannot realize that 
he may <be undoing the conservative 
work of thoughttful 
men on botli 


sides, -or that his action may involve 
the commercial world." 


Although as yet no word has been 


received officially by the officers o£ 
Pittsburg district have now signed

CONFERENCE IN* PITTSBURG. 


New York, July 8.™There will be 


no conference here today to deal with 
the points of conflict in the sheet 
steel strike, but there will -be a meet- 
ing at Pittsburg.

Kew York, July 8,~~According to a 


Borne dispatch in the World, the duke 
of Aosta, cousin of the king of Italy 
and heir presumptive to the throne, 
fought a duel last week with a Rus- 
sian prince, believed to be Duke Eu- 
gene of Leutchemberg, grandson of 
Czar Nicholas I. The Russian re- 
ceived a severe sword thrust through 
the stomach. Duke Eugene is known 


to be suffering from peritonitis and 
from this it is concluded that he was 
the duke of Aosta's antagonist. The 
duel has ezcited the widest interest, 
because of the rank of the principals, 
and there is much speculation as to 
its cause.

Pierre Lorillard was the eldest son 
f Peter Lorillard, founder of the 
ortune which made the family name 
amon&. 
He inherited (much of the 


•usdness ability of his father, and 
marked success attended the commer- 
ial enterprises which he (planned and 
xecuted. 
At the death of his fath- 


r he xeceived about $1,000,000, and 
an interest jointly with his brothers 
and sisters- in the great tobacco house 


f twhich 'Ms father 'had been *the 
head. 
He at once purchased from 


his brothers a control of the house, 
and fby shrewd management greatly 
ncreased his fortune. 
He built a 


landsome residence at Pifth avenue

As 
long ago as 1884 it was said to be 
from $15,000,000 to $35,000,000.

rell, who disappeared from her home 
in Wallen Tuesday afternoon, was 
found at 4 o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
drowned in a cistern upon the prem- 
ises of Charles Dunn, the well known 
saw mill owner at Wallen.

"by H, B. Dreibalfciss, sets at first the 
e'arly mazriage of the plaintiff and 
the deceased, and the fact that they 
Ind raised a family and lived con- 
tiiuumsily and happy together as man 
and wife until the 24th day of June 
last, when Mrs. Meyer died.

rF, Beverf orden is a drug- 


gist doing "business at 286 South

F. Bennmghoff, a clerk in his em- 
ploy, tarnished certain drugs as 
afterwards described. The complaint 
then avers that 'Wilhslrnim Meyer, 
the deceased, had1 for some time 
previous to the 24th of last June been 
a sufferer from am ingrowiing toenail 
on her great toe, and that Dr. Merz, 
the family physician, had been, called 
to treat it; the doctor prescribed a 
well-known remedy, "carbolated cot- 
ton/7 wihieh remedy was secured 'and 
applied, and it afforded the patient 
much comfort and relief.

supply of this carbolated cotton be- 
ing exhausted, Mrs. Meyer requested 
her son, Hen,ry Meyer, to go to 'a drug 
store and get a new supply of the 
remedy.

ter goers and spend about $112,000,000 
annually for such amusements," said a 
prominent theatrical manager to the 
writer recently. "This va^t BUUI of 
money is paid into the treasuries- of 
some 1,000 companies, which were esti- 
mated to be playing iu all parts of the 
United States last year. This includes 
everything that can be considered 
strictly professional companies, to say 
nothing of the countless amateur or- 
ganizations, 


"Of the strictly theatrical organiza- 


tions it Js safe to say that the average 
receipts per night for the 1,000 compa- 
nies is $400 each. At seven perform- 
ances per week for each company tho 
weekly average would be .$2,800. Tho 
average theatrical season is 40 weeks, 
The entire 1,000 companies, with aver- 
ago nightly recoipts of $400, would 
produce weekly receipts at seven per- 
formances per week amounting to $2,- 
800,000. This multiplied by 40, the 
number of w&eks in the theatrical sen- 
son, 
will yield press receipts amount- 


ing to $112,000,000, which i* probably 
far below what the people of this eotm- 
try really do pay every year for thc-
